An Ordinance to provide for the lighting of 
the street) aud alleys ef Kono, and othor 
purposes. 


Be it ordained by the Board of Ojnnty Com- 


mlaaiouora of Wasnoe county. Nevada: 


l— That for the purpose of lighting 
the streets, alleys and public grounds and 
places of Heuo, Washoe county, Nevada, and 
tho business aud private houses tnerein with 
electric light, permission and authority is 
hereby given J. L. Stuveuaon, of Keno, his 
heirs and assigns, to use tne streets and alleys 
for tlio purpose of erecting poles, standards, 
lampa and other appliaucce necessary to gen- 
erate und convey, and use electricity for il- 
luminating purposes, and the maintenance 
aud repairs thereof, for a period ot 50 years 
provided, that no poles or appliances shall be 
so placed, connected therewith, as to mater- 
ially interiere with the said sidewalks, streets 
and public places, for business cr travel, and 
that u» main wires on the principal streets 
shall be lower than twenty ieet from said 
streets. 


SECTION 2— That tha above authority and 
permission is given in consideration of and 
upon the condition that the said J. L. Steven- 
son, his heirs or assigns, shall commence to 
construct and put in the necessary plant for 
making or distributing an electric current for 
the purpose of furnishing electric lights in 
the business portious of Keno, within sis 
months from "he date hereof, Oct. 4, 188U, and 
shall have said plant iu operation within 12 
months from t e date hereof, aud should the 
said J. L. Stevenson, hia heirs or assigns, tail 
to comply with tho foregoing conditions, then 
this Ordinance shall be void. 


SECTION 3— This Ordinance shall tafce effect 
and be in force from the earliest period allowed 
by !»w.
